S E N A T O R CULLOM'S BROAD A N D 
W ID E P O L IC Y . 
It is gratifying to know says, the New 
York Evening Mail, that Senator Cul- 
lom’s inter state commerce committee 
will give its special attention daring the 
oomiog sammer to the investigation of 
the great evils growing out of the opera­ 
tions of the inter-state commerce law in 
favor of Canadian railroads and adversely 
lo the interests of oar railroads and 
business. 
We are glad to hear that 
Senator Cullom is not so controlled by 
the interests in the northwest that are 
benefited by the Canadian cut-throat 
Competition that he is not ready and 
anxious to rectify the operations of the 
law of which he was the main author and 
ohief champion. 
On the contrary, unless he is reported 
wrongly, be wants his committee to come 
in contact with the railroad managers 
and shippers in this section, to learn 
their grievances, to get their suggestions 
and to arrive at some practical conclu­ 
sion as to how the undoubted and gigan­ 
tic evils attending the present inter-state 
commerce law can be diminished by 
amendments that shall embody the ag­ 
gregate wisdom of the men who best 
understand the many-sided questions 
involved. 
A semi-official report of Senator Cal­ 
iente views contains this encouraging 
statement, V6: 
that "one thing was es­ 
sential, and that was that if Janadian 
roads were to compete with American 
roads for American business they must 
consent to compete under the same con­ 
ditions. The competition of the Cana­ 
dian Pacific with the Northern Pacific 
road for American business might easily 
be stopped by dealing directly with the 
Pacific Steam 
Navigation 
Company* 
which is an American company, and car­ 
ries freight from our Pacific ports to the 
Pacific terminus of the Canadian road 
under bond. 
The Canadian roads were 
developing a policy of extending their 
lines aoross the frontier in order to tap 
the encrmous American traffic, and it 
was evident that many of these branch 
lines were to be built in the near future. 
The Canadian lines could bankrupt our 
east and west roads it this policy were 
to be tolerated, while the Canadian roads 
could make very low through rates, and 
the American roads were prevented by 
the Inter-state commerce law from doing 
it. The committee’s investigation would 
cove r this whole question of the relations 
of the Canadian railroad system to our 
own, and it would not be ^limited to the 
railroads. The relations of American to 
Canadian lake shipping would be looked 
into, and more particularly the Canadian 
canal] policy 
would be investigated, 
While Canadian vessels have been using 
our lake canals on the same terms as 
our own vessels, differential tolls have 
been levied on the Welland canal, greatly 
to our disadvantage.” 
No me re important work has been done 
by any congressional 
committee for 
many >eurs than that which Senator 
Cullom has laid out for himself and his 
associate, lf he follows the lines he 
bas undoubtedly laid down for the in­ 
quires of the ccmmittee, he Will not 
onl> obtain the data essential to the reo- 
tifkatn n of the m ot serious defects and 
blunders or the interstate commerce 
law, Int tie facts elicited will enlighten 
tie people of the west, as well as of the 
cts', es to the problems of transportation 
that 
Lave 
been 
so 
imperfectly 
understood. 
The 
ablest

Ste. ck holders and the publio have never 
before been so nearly in agreement as to 
the general principles and policies the* 
ahi old control honest and responsible 
railrcad management. Senator Cullom 
teems to have obtained a realizing sense 
of this vastly important fact, and has the 
wisdom to desire the amendment of the 
law with which he is so conspicuously 
identified rn conformity with justice and 
with American interests and oommeroe. 


a great amount of business is done. Re­ 
cently a young mao lost bis life by jump­ 
ing off a tram before it had come to a 
standstill, and attempting to crosa the 
other track, on which a train that was 
not to stop at that station was running at 
a high rate of speed.

This fence should run the whole length 
of the platfoim and a short distance be­ 
yond . 
It is obvious that this precaution 
would have [prevented the accident in 
qnestion. 
But id addition, the commis­ 
sioners would have gates on the platform 
of eyery car and would insist on having 
those on the 
inner side of the train 
dosed darmg all the time that the train 
tam ase. 
There is co reason wbvthis 
recommendation should Dot be embodie d 
in law. 
Both of these suggestions, if 
acted upon, woald doubtless prevent the 
loss of some lives at least. 


Another republican member of the 
Rhode Island legislature was elected yes 
terdsy, and the number of republicans 
in both houses now reaches 53. As 55 
make a majority on joint ballot, and as 
there is every likelihood that the repub­ 
licans will gain more than two additional 
seats, it is .tolerably certain that the re­ 
publican state officers will be elected, 
with the exception, of course, of the at­ 
torney general. It is not often that saob 
a spectacle is presented in this country 
as is afforded at present by Rhode Island 
—the result of a state election hanging rn 
the balance for a week or more. 


The bill making it a misdemeanor to sell 
cigars, cigarettes or tobacco to children 
nuder sixteen years of age was passed by 
the New York assembly last week. Of 
course it is aimed primarily at cigarette 
smoking by growing boys, and every 
friend of good morals and good health 
in the rising generation must heartily de 
sire to see that habit broken up. Wheth­ 
er such a law can be enforced is an open 
question, but keepers of cigar-shops are 
as a rule, amenable to the foroe of public 
opinion?, and will probably make little 
effort to indulge rn illegal sales.

North Carolina is on the 
eve of a great epooh. In natnral resour­ 
ces aud salubrity of climate, it is passed 
by few states in the UnioD. And if its 
advantages were better known, it would 
soon fill up with a very desirable class 
of citizen s. 


W a sh in g to n, April l l . —Much trouble 
is expected by the government 
when 
Oklahoma is opened at noon April “2. The 
general land office is making strenuous 
efforts to get the land offices at Kingfisher 
station and Gustine ready for business, but 
it will be difficult to do so. 
When the 
rush for the limited tract of land takes 
place trouble will almost certainly follow. 
There are only about 10,000 quarter sec­ 
tions and about 100,000 people have made 
all their arrangements for invading the 
promised land. 
It is true that many of 
these are prospectors and speculators and 
money-lenders of all kinds, but tho most 
reasonable estimate made puts about five 
claimants to every quarter section. 
For 
every well-watered and well-situated quar­ 
ter section there will be a dozen claimants, 
and they will all initiate their claims so 
nearly simultaneously that, as the only 
witnesses will be rival claimants, it will be 
simply impossible to determine who located 
first, and hundreds of disputes will have to 
bo settled by a primitive appeal to force. 
Tho homesteaders who go first to the land 
office will find when they get back to their 
coveted 160 that two or three other men 
are in possession and quarreling over it. 
It will be the wiser course for every man 
who wants a slice of Oklahoma to devote 
himself to making a burrow or a hut and 
breaking up a little ground for a crop. He 
has three months after making his settle­ 
ment in which to file his entry and the 
most essential 
thing 
for him is to 
make his settlement. 
Every effort will 
be made to transact the business at the 
land offices rapidly and accurately, but 
somewhere between four-fifths and nine- 
tenths of the people who are going to Okla­ 
homa a week from next Monday will have 
to do something, and they will bo pretty 
certain to camp down on all the unoccu­ 
pied land of the civilized Indian tribes. 
The boomers will got the land and the Gov­ 
ernment will probably settle with the In­ 
dians. 
The Cherokee outlet containing 
some 6, OOO, OOO acres, may be thrown open 
by the President’s proclamations as soon as 
the commissioner and Indians can agree on 
the terms of cession; as this tract is three 
times as large as the portion of Oklahoma 
that will be opened on the 22d, it would, if 
opened, afford relief to the throngs that 
will be inside Oklahoma in two weeks.

W ashington, April l l . —The depart­ 
ment of justice is investigating the Des 
Moines river land question, and on the 
completion of the examination will prepare 
an opinion as to the practicability of at­ 
tempting to quiet the title by means of a 
suit, as suggested by the department of the 
interior. 
Should this opinion bo favorable 
the suit will be entered at once. 


^3 LABOR N O tE S . 


It was the desire of the late John 
E noes on that if any biography of him 
was undertaken it should be entrusted to 
bis friend, Colonel William C. Ohurcb, 
editor of The Army and Navy Journal. 
Accordingly, the executors of the estate 
have turned over to Colonel Church all 
the papers which would be useful in 
preparing a biography of the great engi­ 
neer. These papers, it appears, furnish 
much more material than was at first 
supposed. It is true that Captain Erics­ 
son destroyed his diary; but all his 
documents since 1S6C have been pre­ 
served, and in private letters and other 
papers is found abundant material relat­ 
ing to bis youth and to the influence 
which shaped his early career. For the 
first time an opportunity is offered for 
admitting the world to a fall knowledge 
of the striking personality of this great 
engineer, whc has hitherto been known 
only through his work, Colonel Church 
will contribute 
some valuable papers, 
embodying much of this material, to the 
fall numbers of “Scribner’s Magazines 
which have been prepared by the help of 
these original documents. These will 
afterwards be expanded into an adequate 
biography. 


The month of August of tho present year 
Is the time set for the world’s congress of 
workmen, which is to bo beld in Paris. 
The 'board of • public works and city 
council of Cincinnati have adopted the 
eight-hour day for the city laborers with 
no reduction of pay. 
The New Jersey State Federation of 
Trades is doing what it can by means of 
legislation. It now has six bills before the 
New Jersey Legislature. 
All of these bills 
are drawn up in the interest of tho work­ 
ingman. 
The strike of the glassw orker at Char­ 
leroi, Belgium, has been accompanied by 
numerous riots. 
The Belgian glass-work­ 
ers have one of the strongest labor organi­ 
zations in Europe, and the Charleroi strike 
has precipitated a number of other labor 
troubles in adjacent cities. 
A San Francisco gentleman, who is a 
student of the labor question and who has 
been making a voyage affisong the isles of 
the Pacific, says: 
‘ The proposition that 
the average American workingman is bet­ 
ter off than the South Sea islander, lolling 
uder a palm after overeating, will not bear 
a moment’s examination. 
Moreover, wars 
are as frequent and destructive in civilized 
countries as in the cannibal islands. ’ ’ 
Tho reports of tho high rates of wages 
paid on the Pacific coax* frequently prove 
to be highly colored, and the unions or 
various trades located in the far West are 
often compelled to contradict tho glowing 
accounts published by interested transpor 
tation and real-estate agents. 
The latest 
of these contradictions comes from car­ 
penters in Washinton Territory, who say 
their wages aro nowhere near what they 
have been reported to be. 
The Albany Journal deplores the fact 
that “ the stove manufacturers of this city 
have been gradually having more and 
more of their stoves made by contract in 
Western States, until now many of the 
largest foundries in the city are closed 
wholly or in part, hundreds of skillful 
workmen are idle about the streets, and tho 
threatened loss of its stove industry stares 
tho city in the face.” 
Iron is cheaper in 
the West, and in some places wages are 
lower. 
The trade-mark bill now under con­ 
sideration by the New Jersey Legislature 
provides that Labor unions may put a 
special label upon goods manufactured by 


I members of such unions, and that penalties 
are incurred by counterfeiting it. 
In New 
York State the blue-label trade-mark of 
the Cigar-Makers’ International union has 
been sustained by Judge Bradley, but in 
New Jersey it was declared illegal by 
Judge Van Vleet. 
There are about a 
score 
of trades 
desirous of obtaining 
authority for their labels. 
Employes of many Eastern manufac 
turers look upon their situation with con­ 
siderable dissatisfaction. 
Many of these 
concerns employing upward of 500 men 
have been compelled by tho slack state of 
trade to reduce wages, cut down the work 
Ing force, or shut down altogether. 
In the 
Schenectady (N. Y.) locomotive works 
1,100 hands have suffered a reduction IO 
per Cent in wages, and on one day—Feb. 9 
—three Pennsylvania factories discharged 
a large number of employes and reduced 
tho wages of tho remainder. 
W riting of tho condition of labor in the 
United States, an economist says: 
“ Un­ 
questionably, shorter hours of work would 
help matters, if uniformly adopted and 
rigorously observed; in fact, one of the 
main advantages which have already come 
to labor through labor-saving machinery is 
in shorter hours already secured. 
Forbid­ 
ding child labor would make another addi­ 
tion to the proportionate importance of the 
labor of men properly employed, and would 
make a corresponding addition to propor­ 
tionate wages.” 


LACEY FOK .COM PTROLLER. 


P rospects th at th^ M ichigan Man W ill 
Get th e Place. 
W ashington, 
April 
11.—Secretary 
Windom was closeted with the President 
for a long time to-day, and it became 
noisedfabout that they were discussing tho 
appointment of a comptroller of the cur­ 
rency. 
Mr. Windom, it is said, favored 
R. C. Parsons at Ohio, but Mr. Harrison 
preferred 
ex-Congressman 
Lacey 
of 
Michigan, partly because he considered 
him the best man for tho place and partly 
because Gen. Alger and both of tho Michi­ 
gan Senators urged his appointment. 
A Senator who talked with Mr. Windom 
after the conference was over says Mr. 
Windom informed him that tho matter had 
been definitely settled, and that Mr. Lacey 
had been selected. 
The Secretary ap­ 
peared to be perfectly satisfied with the 
President’s choice, and is quoted as saying 
that he was confident that the banking in­ 
terests throughout the country would be 
gratified by the selection. 
Further confirmation comes from Mr. 
Parsons, the strongest opponent Mr. Lacey 
had. 
In conversation with a friend he said 
that he had been advised of Mr. Lacey’s 
appointment, although not officially, and 
attributed his own defeat to the influence 
of Gen. Alger.

An employe of tho road .who lives 
in Louisville discovered tho 
dastardly 
design just in time to frustrate it. 
Upon 
investigation ho found that several rail­ 
road ties were securely strapped across tho 
rails. 
Knowing I that the limited was 
almost due and that ho would be unable to 
remove the ties before tho train arrived, 
he ran eastward along the track to warn 
the approaching train. 
The man had 
scarcely started when he heard the train 
rumbling in the distance.

—Tho non­ 
resident college trustees bill, which passed 
the House, w astaken up in the Senate as a 
special order on second reading, and or­ 
dered to a third reading. 
The House {annexation bill was read a 
first time and ordered to a second reading. 
On motion of Senator Greenwood the 
Senate went into executive session and 
confirmed tho appointees reported to the 
Senate Tuesday by tho Governor. 
Among tho bills read a second tim© and 
ordered to a third reading were: 
Senator 
Fuller's bill to prevent tho manufacture 
and sa’.o of adulterated food products. 
Tho House bill appropriating $10,000 for 
public printing for immediate use. 
Ap- 
propiiating $10,000 for tho construction of 
bronze or marble statues of Lincoln and 
Douglas. 
Making appropriations for re­ 
pairs and improvements at tho Joliet peni­ 
tentiary. 
Making appropriations for tho 
Illinois Soldiers’ and Sailors’ home. Making 
appropriations for tho erection of ad­ 
ditional buildings for tho hospital for the 
insane at Elgin. 
Senator Burke’s chattel m ortgage bill 
was read a third time and passed—ayes 
HI, nays 8. 
Tho bill provides that chattel 
mortgages on workmen’s tools, household 
goods, or wearing apparel may only bo 
foreclosed in a court of record, and that 
no such goods shall bo seized under a 
m ortgage except by a sheriff, 
and then 
only after tho mortgages has mado affi­ 
davit that tho mortgage is duo or that ho 
is in danger of losing ‘his security. 
It is 
provided, however, that tho bill shall not 
a p p l t o tho sale of furniture by tho regu­ 
lar dealers on tho installment plan. 
Tin) fellowing bills were passed: Author­ 
izing tho State Treasurer of Illinois to r e ­ 
ceive from tho United States the sum of 
$100 for every soldier maintaiued at the 
Soldiers’ Home; to give to corporations or­ 
ganized under special charters all tho 
powers of corporations organized under 
tho general law; authorizing religious so­ 
cieties to acquire land in excess of ten 
acres, the said excess to bo subject to ta x ­ 
ation. 
By a voto of 83 to 51 the House struck 
tho appropriation for the State board of 
health from tho appropriation bill, after a 
sharp debate, which was not confined by 
party lines. 
After an unsuccessful raid on tho live­ 
stock commission tho prohibition amend­ 
ment to tho constitution camo up as a 
special order, and Mr, Hunter, the author, 
at onco moved tho previous question on tho 
adoption of tho resolution. It was ordered, 
and tho yeas and nays being demanded the 
resolution received 78 affirmative votes to 
48 negative. 
Two-thirds being necessary 
for tho passage of a resolution submitting 
a constitutional amendment, the proposi­ 
tion was defeated. 
Although nearly two- 
thirds of the votes cast wero in favor of 
tho resolution tho proposition was far from 
a passage, as tho votes of two-thirds of tho 
members elected, or 102 affirmative votes, 
are required to submit a constitutional 
amendment to tho pooplo. g

thing but cash, bank check, or draft. 
Col. Iko Clements of th© Chester peni­ 
tentiary has been to Joliet investigating 
tho twine-binding question.

—A shocking railroad 
accident occu-ired at Lorenzo, 111., about 
sixty miles west of here, on tho Santa F e 
road, about 5 o’clock Wednesday morning. 
A freight train crashed into tho rear end 
of a passenger train and four persons were 
killed outright and 
ten injured. 
The 
freight train was an extra, running wild, 
and tho passenger was the through traiu 
from California. 
About 5 o’clock in the 
morning, when tho passenger was going 
slowly down a grade near Lorenzo, the 
freight train crashed into the coaches, the 
freight engine going clear through the 
private car. 
The boiler of tho locomotive oxplodod as 
soon as it struck the coach, and thoso who 
were not killed were severely scalded. Tho 
list of tho killed and injured so far as ob­ 
tainable is as follows:

The wrecked car was left behind.

was tho private car of General Manager 
McCool of the California Central railroad, 
a western branch of tile Santa Fe. 
It was 
occupied by a party of Mr. McCool’s friends 
from Massachusetts, who had been sj(end­ 
ing a few weeks with iiis family at Los 
Angeles and were returning home. 
John L. H art, wife, niece, and son, all 
of Brookline, Mass., and Henry W. Lamb 
of the same place were members of Mr. 
McCool’s party, and, with tho exception 
of Mr. H art's niece, wero all severely in­ 
jured. 
They, with I*. L. Rainier, tho in­ 
jured brakeman of the freight train, were 
the occupants of tho Santa Anna when it 
reached the city, and arrangem ents were 
a t once mado to have them cared for 
at 
the Mercy hospital. 
Tho Firem an’s Story. 
Tho fireman on tho passenger engine, was 
Induced to talk: 
“ My engine is D 531,” he said, “and you 
can bet we are not to bo blamed for the 
accident. 
It was pitchdark when the 
crash ccmo, and we stopped our engine as 
quick as we could. 
We were running on 
time, but tho freight was an extra. 
When 
she struck us every coupling on our train 
was broken. Even the coupling on the tender 
to our engino was broken in two. 
The 
freight engine ran right through the last 
coach and then tho boiler burst. 
Tho cries 
of tho dying a n i injured were simply 
awful. Tho boiling water had been thrown 
over them and their flesh terribly scalded 
The brakeman and fireman of the freight 
must have jumped, 
Lecauso they wero 
not fatally injured.” 
One of the saddest features of the shock ­ 
ing affair is that Miss Alice Winslow was 
killed within a few feet of tbe man who 
was soon to be her husband. 
She was en­ 
gaged to be m arried to Henry W. Lamb, 
and the young couplo wore on their way 
East to be married when the accident oc­ 
curred. 
Lamb himself was badly scalded, 
bfit he will recover. 
Tho news of his sweet­ 
heart’s death has not yet been told to him, 
and it will not be until he has somewhat 
recovered. 
Tho patients at Mercy hospital, the at 
tending physicians say, are very seriously 
injured. 
Prof. Andrews and Hrs. Hall 
and Burr say that pneumonia is like 
attack tho victims and suddenly end their 
sufferings. 
The injuries of Mr. and Mrs. Hall are 
superficial scalds on the face, hands and 
shoulders, and Palmer is only scalded 
about tho face, hands and arms.

A Dominican War Vessel Opens Fire on 
an American Schooner. 
New Y ork, April l l . —Capt. Stubbs of 
the schooner Carri© A. Bucknam, whu-h 
arrived to-day from St. Domingo City, re ­ 
ports tnat on March 21, when off Samoan 
island at about noon, he sighted a vessel 
steaming toward his vessel from the land, 
then distant six or eight miles. 
The craft 
proved to be a Dominion war vessel. 
She 
laid her course to intercept the Buck man, 
but could not do so owing to tho strong 
breeze then prevailing, and fell astern half 
or three-quarters of a mile. 
When nearly 
in the schooner’s wake.much to tho suprise 
of her crew, she fired a shot which struck the 
water only a few yards from tho Bucknam’s 
stern. She then gave chase, but with a good 
strong breeze the schooner soon distanced 
her. 
After keeping up the chase for about 
two hours she gave it up, and putting 
about steamed for tbe land. 
She was a 
low, rakish, three-masted steamer of about 
500 tons burden, apparently of French or 
Spanish build. 
Her decks were crowded 
with men. 
W hat her errand was can only 
be conjecture*!, as the Bucknam was far 
outside their jurisdiction, and on the high 
seas, where they could have no legitimate 
right to overhaul her. 
Tho American flag 
was flying at tho schooner’s peak all the 
time. 
It was hoisted as soon as the 
steamer was made out to be a w ar vesseL 
Capt. Stubbs says nothing was heard by 
the Bucknam’s crew of the vessel or of any 
rebellion a t S t Domingo City.

Dubuque, 
Iowa, 
April 
II.—When 
United States Marshal Desmond went out 
to Fort Dodge a few days ago to enforce 
the processes of eviction against the Des 
Moines river land settlers his posse was 
met by a force of settlers armed with Win­ 
chester rifles. 
Being powerless before 
them ho returned to Dubuque for rein­ 
forcements and laid the case before Judge 
Shiras, of the United States District court, 
announcing that he proposed to movo upon 
the settlers with armed force and bring all 
resisting 
settlers before the court for 
punishment. 
Wednesday Judge Shiras issued a docu­ 
ment to Marshal Desmond in which he re­ 
views the situation from a judicial stand­ 
point 
Ho says the course proposed by 
Marshal Desmond is eminently proper, and 
that resistance to federal authority is a 
species of rebellion which calls for prompt 
suppression, but in view of the fact that 
the Secretary of the Interior has officially 
requested tho Attorney General of the 
United States to examine into the past 
history and present condition of the dis­ 
puted titlos to the river lands, for the pur­ 
pose of determining whether it may not be 
expedient to bring a proceeding in the 
name of tho United States, he deems it ad* 
visablo to await tho report of tho Attorney 
General, and commands Marshal Desmond 
to suspend tho execution of processes until 
further order from the court. 
This put* 
an end, for the present at least, to all pro­ 
ceedings against the settlers. 
Fort Dodge, Iowa, April 
l l . —Th* 
rains which delayed the evictions have 
passed, but no evictions have been made 
and tho marshals have returned without 
oven making an attempt to servo a single 
writ since the day they were driven from 
Hill’s Hollow. 
Tho settlers aro supreme 
on the Des Moines river lands and continuo 
to farm lands of which they wero dis­ 
possessed by last fall’s evictions. 
The set­ 
tlers here beliove the owners are afraid to 
make the evictions and are using the 
restraining order on Marshal Desmond as 
au excuso to delay matters in hopes to 
keep tho case from trial. 


W e n t In to M o u rn in g fo r C le v elan d . 
Creston, Iowa, April l l . —There was 
groat excitement here this morning over a 
report that ex-President Cleveland had 
been assassinased last night by tho colored 
porter of a Pullman car between here and 
New York. 
Flags wero displayed at half 
mast and not until dispatches were re­ 
ceived from Chicago denying the report 
was the suspense ended. 
The flags were 
then raised to the top of the masts and 
there was great rejoicing. 


P a s te u r C an’t K ill th e R a b b its. 
Sydney, N. S. W., April l l .—The com­ 
mittee appointed to investigate the discov­ 
ery of M. Pasteur for the extermination of 
rabbits have made a report of the result of 
their inquiries. 
They state that upon ex­ 
periment they found that rabbits which 
had been inoculated with the virus of 
chicken cholera, or which ate food which 
had been infected with virus, died, but 
that the disease was not communicated by 
one rabbit to another. 


T h e M a tth e w A rn o ld F u n d G ro w in g . 
London, April l l . —The memorial fund 
of Matthew Arnold now 
amounts 
to 
£7,000. 
A meeting of subscribers is to be 
held Friday next in Jerusalem chamber, 
Westminster Abbey, to consider what is to 
be done with the money, and to examine 
designs for a memorial to be placed in tho 
Abbey. 
The greater portion of the fund is 
to be assigned to Mrs. Arnold. 


Close of a Career Pre-ewiuciitl> Marked by 
Well-Earned Success. 
Seventy-five years ago John Ericsson, a 
boy engaged in bis father’s mines, attracted 
the attention of a friend of Bernadotte, 
King of Sweden, who 
made him a cadet of 
engineers; and now his 
work of three-quarters 
of a century is done. 
He did not gain power 
or wealth or lofty sta­ 
tion, but few men ip 
any age have done 
more to advance the 
progress of mankind, 
says Leslie's Weekly, capt. john ERICSSON. 
Seventy years ago he was a lieutenant in 
the Swedish army, but bis work was not 
in the field. 
His victories were more re­ 
nowned than thoso of war, and yet his 
labors have affected tho course and results 
of great battles more profoundly than 
those of some great military leaders. 
It is 
sixty years since the locomotive-engine, the 
Novelty, constructed on a new principle 
devised by him, was run under his own 
guidance fifty miles an hour. 
And that 
principle is yet retained in some torm in 
all such engines. 
It is moro than half a 
century since his caloric engine was ex­ 
hibited in London, and explained by Prof. 
Faraday. 
Dr. Ure then declared that this 
invention would throw tho name of James 
Watt in the shade. 
He lived to see over 
six thousand of these engines in use, con­ 
structed under his own direction. 
It is 
just fifty years since he came to New York 
at tho solicitation of Commodore Stockton, 
to introduce his invention of tho propeller 
ana his plan of arranging tho machinery 
of war ships below the water line—two 
improvements which have had enormous 
influence on modern progress both in peace 
and war. 
An account of his life, written thirty 
years ago, mentioned as a remarkable 
thing, that he was still at work with tho 
vigor and enthusiasm of boyhood. 
Ho 
was then 56 years old, but his work was 
only begun. 
Three years afterward his 
fame was to spread through the whole 
world, and hi* name was to bo connected 
with one of tho most dramatic and momen­ 
tous scenes in history—tho fight between 
the Monitor and the Merrimac. 
He bad 
invented his turret war-ship and offered it 
to the French Emperor six years before, 
but our civil war furnished his opportunity, 
and in one hundred day* from tho laying 
of tho keel he had in Hampton Roads, in 
timo to save the fleet of tho United States, 
the wonderful little structure which was to 
revolutionize the whole system of naval 
warfare. 
This invention, though relating 
to an instrument of war, was directly in 
the interests of pea ce, for it secured the 
best defense of nations, and discouraged 
wanton aggression. 
He never ceased his labors. 
He kopt 
himself secluded in his small old house In 
St. John’s park, with no relatives or 
family about him, and devoted himself to 
perfecting and extending Lls inventions. 
His last great effort was to perfect his sun 
motor, designed to uso the free heat of tho 
sun in economical form for tho purpose of 
life. 
At his death this was left incom­ 
plete, but it is understood that ho loft 
directions and pecuniary provision to bring 
it to a state of practical uso. 
During all his long life ho used his busy 
brain and cunning band to apply the forcos 
of nature to the uses of man. 
Ho was not 
a visionery theorist, but a thorough, pa­ 
tient and intelligent worker in the prac­ 
tical fields of science. 
Ho touched nothing 
which he did not improve. 
Tho results of 
his labors are felt in almost every depart­ 
ment of modern life, on the sea and on the 
land. 
His life was eminently a useful one, 
and tho world is better for it. 
Although 
he had no relatives in this country, and he 
is to be carried for burial to his native 
Sweden, his memory will bo cherished in 
tho United States as one of its greatest ben­ 
efactors. 
Ho not only advanced its ma­ 
terial interests and contributed to tho 
wealth and comfort of its inhabitants, but 
it was his good fortune, by ono great effort 
at a ci itical moment, to save it from tho 
direst disaster. 
Tho great ships we aro 
now building for tho defense of our coasts, 
which aro tho direct evolution of his inven­ 
tions, will bo monuments to his memory; 
but let us also erect a statue to John Erics­ 
son worthy of tho work ho has done for 
our country.

WATER WORKS INVESTIGATION- 


The Examination of Witnesses 
Regarding the Water Set* 
vice at the Opera House 
Fire. 


Som e V alu ab le Inform ation 
B rought to E igh t R elatin g 
to W ater W ork s m a n ­ 
agem ent. 


The common council commit'ee on 
fire and water, consisting of Aldermen J. 
B. McLean, J. P. Baker, W. H. Judd, 
O. B. Conrad and Sutton No rrie, assist­ 
ed by City Attorney J. . B* Doe, Jr., is 
now conducting an investigation or in­ 
quiry relating to the inadequate water 
supply furnished by the water company 
at the burning of the Myers opera house 
on the afternoon of February 20th. Tho 
Water Company is represented by Mr. 
Bot8ferd R. Clarke, of Boston. The 
meetings of the committee are held in 
the council chambers, and are open to 
the public. By directions of the coun­ 
cil, the committee has engaged a stenog­ 
rapher, Miss 
Ma? Noms, who takes 
down all the testimony. City Attorney 
Doe presides, all witnesses being sworn 
and are subjected to the same examina­ 
tion as in a regular court 
It is under­ 
stood that the committee will make a 
full report to the common C onnell, at the 
regular meeting on Monday evening. 
The first meeting of the committee 
was held yesterday afternoon, and was 
continued until ten o’clock last evening, 
when an adjournment was taken until 
one thirty o’olock this afternoon. 
A 
number of witnesses have b?en exam­ 
ined, all of whom ale citizens, and were 
spectators at the fire. 
Tbe*e witnesses 
all agree on the one point, that the water 
works service at this fire, especially a t1 
the first, was far from satisfactory, but 
none of them appeared to solv& the mys­ 
tery why. Last evening Mr. G. W. 
Spunkier, the engineer of the pumping 
station, was before the committee, and 
threw considerable light on the subject, 
especially the management of the plant. 
Mr. Spickler’s testimony, especially in 
the crofa-examination by Mr. Clarke, 
gave muoh valuable information, and 
the reasons that no greater pressure was 
furnished. Mr. Spickler admitted re­ 
ceiving orders from the fire department 
ordering the 
maximum pressure—150 
pounds. 
Aud 
to 
City 
Attorney 
Doe’s pointed question, “And did you 
give it?” he replied that he did not 
**And why didn’t you apply it?’ asked 
Mr. Doe; towhiohthe witness was un­ 
able to give a satisfactory answer, al­ 
though be admitted that he tried to com­ 
ply. Afterwards it wee brought out that 
it was some time—not until nearly four 
o’clock—when the second pump was put 
in motion, that he was able to apply the 
maximum pressure of one hundred and 
fifty pounds, and then he did not apply 
it, because Supt. Croft had informed 
him that the fire was under control. On 
the oross-examiDBtion by Mr. Clark it 
was brought out that the company had 
n :>t instrnoted tho engineer to respond 
to the call of tho chief of the fire de­ 
partment for ODO hundred and fifty 
pounds pressure, or for 
any 
given 
amount. This afternoon the committee 
met, and the testimony of Chief Engin­ 
eer Henry Blunk, of the fire department, 
and Mr. John O.’ Spencer, was taken. 
Just what the findings of the commit­ 
tee will be is hard to determine, as it is 
understood the Water Company will not 
attempt to put any witnesses forward at 
this time. 
The Gezette, during the agitation for 
building 
water 
works, was 
stead­ 
fastly in favor of awarding a franchise to 
a private company, and now it is as 
strongly in favor that that company shall 
be required to fulfill its obligations to 
the people of the city as stipulated in 
that franchise. It is evident from the 
testimony laid before this investigation 
that something is lacking, and just what 
that “something” is is what the people 
of Janesville must know, and the conn.
